NOTE: The addition of claim 1 0 to independent claim 1 raises new issues that were not considered in the previous 
office action in regards to the claims depenedent off of the new independent claim 1. Therefore the new independent claim that is 
presented raises new issues that would require further consideration. 



Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The applicant is arguing that the claim limitation 
from dependent claim 10 that is now incorporated into the independent claim overcomes the prior art of record. The examiner respectfully 
disagrees with this. The applicant is arguing that the McJones reference does not teach electrical switches in series. The McJones 
reference teaches mechanical switches in series and the examiner is utilizing the mechanical nature of McJones to anticipate the switch 
language and altering the mechanical controls with the electrical control method of Fujita. The applicant is further arguing that 
McJones/Fujita do not disclose that the valves can not only actuate one valve at a time. The examiner disagrees with this and asserts that 
the McJones/Fujita references in combination still teach the actuation of one valve at a time. 
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
